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The executive of.the Magna Charta 
Association bava issued a procluma- 
lion, signed by E^nealy, M. P., con- 
demning the course adopted by Mr. 
De Morgaa iu threatening to raise 
100,000 men from all parts of the 
kingdom and march at their head to 
the House of Commons, to demand 
the release of the claimant from Dart- 
moor. The proclamation states that 
the proposition is illegal and danger- 
ous; and that it was by a similar de- 
monstration in the last century that 
Gordon riots were inaugurated, in 
which riots London was sacked by a 
disorderly mob, and tbe gaol Newgate 
thrown open, and lives and property 
to a largo extent sacrificed. All Magna 
Charta societies are therefore enjoined 
to take no part in the proceedings. Mr. 
Da Morigan, who is tiavelling the 
oouDtiry on a lecturing tour, said in one 
of his recent addresses that he fully in- 
ttsnded before the middle of March to 
gather upwards of lUO.OOOraou to sup- 
port him iu his demand for the release 
of the Claimant. Ho was making ar- 
rangements with all the railway com- 
panies td ran. cheap trains from all the 
principal towns. When he gained 
admission to the House of Commons 
he should prove to the Speaker that 
the Ciiiiinuut ought to be immediately 
released, even granting for the sake 
of argument that he was Arthur Orton. 

He had also written to the Queen, 
and bad taken measures to ensure that 
it should be read by the Queen herself, 
and no one else without her permission. 
He had been twelve months making 
bis preparations, and could gather 
tsomnSQfiiiO to 30»000 men before , tbe 
walls of Parliament at a day's notice. 
If he should be arrested, Messrs Skip- 
worth and Hutchinson would take the 
lead, and arrangements had been made 
to fill the breach daily for twelre suc- 
of98Bive days. If the House of Oom- 
□0008 sbould reject tbeir demand, they 
wotildi go to the Queen hferself , and 
take their stand on the Bill of Rights. 
He would demand the dissolution of 
Parliament, und a now Parliament 
would be elected pledged to effect the 
release of the. Claimant. He should 
depend upourtUe assistance of the men 
engaged at Woolwich Arsenal, and 
4,UU0 men who had been drilled as 
volunteers. He intended to demand 
that Colonel Henderson and tbe other 
police officers should be bound ov«ir to 
keep the peace. Aoircularwould beaentto 
every- soldier, and if be were, indicted 
for reason thrOusrb tampering with the 
troops, ho would go to the scaffold 
proud to be a marLyr.

Tho 
race was run on the road, and though 
tho animal was nowhere during tlio 
first three miles, his endurance proved 
the greater in the end, and he won 
amid great applause by ton lengths. 

Captain Hugh Campbell, who was 
only a few weeks ago appointed to the 
connnand of tho Royal Yacht Victoria 
and Albert, in succession to tho Priuco 
of Leiningon, has succumbod to the 
attack of typhoid fever from which ho 
bad for some time been sufFering. By 
bis death tbe command of the Royul 
Yacht is vacant. 

Mr. W. G. Grace, the noted En- 
glish cricketer, has decided to give up 
playing the game and follow his pro- 
fession as a surgeon. The EngliHh 
cricketers intend to give him a piece 
of plate and a large purse of money 
as a recognition of his wonderful re- 
cord aa a cricket player. 

The Liberals gained a seat at Oldham 
recently, John T, Hibbert being re- 
turned over Less, Conservative. The 
former members was a Conservative. 

Tho Standard announcoa in official 
form that "tho importance of liaviu;,' 
Bermuda connected by telegraph with 
our nearest possessions has been en- 
gaging attention for some time past, 
and we bear that it is nob improbable 
that a government telegraph cable will 
bo laid between Bermuda and Halifax."

EESPONSIBIUTY OF. RESPONSIBLE 
UINISTEBS. 

A romnrkablo ca^o li;is boon before tho 
Supreme Court of tho Colony of Niital, 
South Africrt, wliicU the proaont Opooni- 
tioD, should they como into office again 
nftor tho lapse of 20 or 30 years, would 
dowelltoropa carefully. The onae re- 
latcd to the defalcations in the Natal 
Treasury Dopartment.whioh wero report 
ed a year ago. A aovernment Com- 
mission, whoso investigations were 
afterwards checked and confirm- 
ed 6y tbe Auditor General, found an ap- 
parent deficiency of £43,000. The 'toller' 
of the Treasury, Mr. Van Bicda, who had 
charge of the ohe.st, became Lopolessly iu- 
Bane when the defalcations wnro disonvor- 
ed, and as a lunatic ho lias bron placed in 
charge of a curnlor. As tho dofioiency ox- 
tended fur back as 1861, tlio Crown pro- 
ceeded against the official heads, of the 
DeDartment-the Hon. Mr. Sbtithey, 0. 
M. 0., who held office from I8«i2 to 1864. 
and the Hon. Mr. Davidson, who held 
office from 1SG5 to 1872. Thoro wns no 
imputation tlmt thoy bud appropnaicd 
any of the luisMUg fundu, ljut it was 
ihought to make tbem li iblo for tho loss, 
■which, it was on.loiivor ixl to bo .shuwn, 
oro.t. from tlx'ir iiogbct ot duty la not 
shocking ilie accounts of tho teller. The 
Chief Justiro, iu giving judgiucnt, de- 
clined to (.-ntoitaiii ilio ple.i of tho dofcnil- 
ants, Ihit ilvy woio uiLToly llio noiuinal 
ht-ads of the Dopartmont, and tliat tlicy, 
in common wii.h every (lovi inmeiit olli 
eial, frumtlie higbo^t to tlio lowo.-t. laid 
the mobt unbounded conliuoiice in Van 
Brortu. The acct-ptance ot high oflico, be 
obterved, involves great rcapuuMl.ihtios 
and obligaiions and tlio accept .ucaot ovi-ry 
additional duly iln)dio^ u corre.'^pondiiip 
proniisefaiihfiilly iodi-.chiirgotliut duty. I 
cotfess, HQid hid Honour. I w.is some 
what astouishfd at ibe iulmis-ion which 
one of ihe defendants (Davidson) c.iiuhd- 
ly made as to the view he took of Inn 
diities. •! do not remember,' he nays, 'tbat 
Itcok any particular i tops to make mysi lf 
acquuiutrd with tlie omies of my olKce. 
I did n<;t consider ihut I liad anything to 
do with the chsIi. 1 did u. t inquire 
whether there woie any inbtructioua as to 
the duties of the Til a-ury. I never as- 
oertaiued how much there w.isin the chest. 
1 did not consider it my duty to sign the 
transciiptB. . . . I kuew that there 
were teninorarv despo-its kept in (be of- 
fice, and I inia'giueii that accounts weie 
ktpt of thorn. 1 lol titto the Audit Oflii- O 
to check iho accounts i f Yau En-da and 
of the ma^tt-r of the Supreme Court.' If, 
under such a Ry^tcul of management, 
money was lost out of tho 'I rensiiy, or 
remuined unaccounti d for, it would bo 
no acHwor for the Tn asuier to say that 
be never handled the money himself, that 
he did not keep tho books himself, tliat 
be had not the custody of the keys of tho 
chest, that ho, as well as the Government 
trusted to tho leller. and that the Audit- 
or-Geaeral neglected his duties in not 
keeping a strict audit of the accounts of 
the treasury. The neglect of their duties 
by other officers does not justify tho 
treasurer in ueglcctinp his. Every ofTicor 
is inaividnuUy anHWcrublo for the manner 
in which he adminittcrH iho duties de- 
volving upon him. But wlicro a pnblio 
officer has subordinates under him, ho is 
likewise rPhpont-iblo to the Government 
for their Df gleet or misconduct, if he is 
guilty of negligence in not exercising a 
reasonable Biiporinti'ndonco and vigihmce 
over their acts hh.I doings. Forlnnately 
for Messrs. Southey and Davidson, it liap- 
pensd that it was not jiotsible for tho 
plaintiff (tho Crown) to fix tho actual do 
flcieucy in the Tn asnry, nor to traco it 
to the term of office of either of duso 
gentleman. Judgment was, therefore, 
given in their favour— absolution from 
tho in.stanco, with costs. In the c-.iRo 
against Vuu Breda, the Court hold thut 
there was ovorwhobnin^ evidence that he 
hao foiled to account for X'O.UOU at lea-t; 
and judgment for that amount was given 
againfct his estate. 

EAILWAY CONSTRUCTION. 

What a fellow our contemporary is for 
splitting hairs as occasion ooours. Ordi- 
Bftcily ha can swallow an unseasoned 
whale, whole, without a grimace, and be- 
fore be has well digested the meal pro 
test that he never so mnob as saw a fisbin 
all bis life. Some six weeks ogo he pub- 
lished a telegram from Ottawa that threw 
the city into a statu of panic. Tho telo- 
gram slated that there was nothing down 
in tlio Canadian estimates of 1877-8 for 
rail way surveys or couBtruction. When 
tlio oBtima'os c.uno to hiind it wa-i discov- 
ered thut llicio was .srjOO.OOO (Idwii for 
railway <o/i>/. '(' on tho Ma'nlaml of 
British Columbia and $100,000 for survey 
and oiifi[iDei'ring. We coriocted the t-tatu- 
mcnt of our coiitoinpoiary because it was 
a deliberate falsehood, concocted nt Oita- 
wa and promulgated here to betray the 
people Hit I an act of iiidiseretion at a 
time wiion they reciuirod to bi'ing ilieir 
Calmest judgm' nt to bear on the groai 
questioii at i-sne botueou Cmada ami 
Columbia. Tho atJompt, we are glad to 
Bay, failed; but it ia mutter for regret 
that several readers of the Standard, a t- 
ing on the information of tho t 'lofj;ram, 
di-po-ed of their roiiloslido at a riiii oiih 
sacrilioe, only to liud, win a tlio otlieinl 
document c-amo to hiiu:l,thiitthey wi-rolho 
■victims of a misplaced conliilenec. Wo 
liavu bof iio us as wo quote tlio Caiiadiui 
Estiinati'S for 1877-8, In those osiiauites 
tbcro upppars Ibe sum of 8600,000 for 
railway cons'rnction rurposos on tho 
Mainland of British t'olnmbia. Our con- 
temporary objects to till) vote beiiifr ic- 

garued as for uonotructiou purposes. Will 
e be goud enongh to state for whi^l other 
purpoiii) it is intended ? 

TBACHEBS* SUPEEANNTJATION. 

, The Superiutondent of Education iunis 
annual report reooinmouds an annual 
grant of SWIO from tho Provimiial Exeho- 

■quer as tho iiucleus of a super mnnafion 
fund, towards which each teacher should 
contribute annually ono i)or cent, of hiB 
or her salary; tho fund thus created lo 

'draw intorost until required fur siiporaii- 
nnttion purposef. This Pi ovioco has gone 
tho astremo of liborality. in proridiag 



for educational ins''tution8. A largo 
inoicaso in the estima e has been mt do by 
tho Superintendent to meet tho current 
year's expenses. Should that estimate be 
met it will bo seen that about 20 per cent, 
of tho entire revouuo will ho required for 
school purposes. That the money will bo 
well bestowed we do not doubt; but there 
must ho a limit to expenditure on the 
worthiest objects; and we hope tho Gov- 
ernment will consider carefully before 
cominiiting itself to a scheiuo of expendi- 
ture which, commencing with a vote of 
§500 per month, n-ay swell into thousands 
and become a real hurthou upon tho 
country for the suatainmeut cf a privileg- 
ed class of persoDS. Considering tho 
limited revenue resources of the Govern- 
ment, the many objects on which public 
monies may bo usefully expended, Ihe 
large sum required for eduoaiionul 
imrposes, and iho not inadequate salaries 
paid the toaclu-rs, we think thut i.ny move 
uient towards tlio establishmcut of a su- 
porannuation fund should begin with the 
teachers themselves, and as the Province 
jirogrossed in population and prosperity 
tlioii tho Govcrumeut might aid the fund.

aVARTZ MILL BILL. 

The Oovemment Bill in aid of the erec- 
tion of a quartz mill at Cariboo passed 
through conirai'teo ycsterduy. The Bill 
authorizes the loan by the Government of 
Sl&.OUO to tho comij.'tny lliat ahall Srct 
erect and place in order loi' working a 
([uartz mill at Gariboo. No interest is to 
he chaigod on the loan. The Govcrn- 
nuuit retuiii n first mortgaj:,o on the mill 
and roeoup themselves from its earnings. 
\u aniciuiment liy Mr. Davie — that the 
eonipaiiy entitled to the bouolit of tho Act 
must bb a doaiostic company owning 
quartz ledges in Carilioo— was agreed to. 
Another feature of the Bill is that tho 
Government will provide tho services of 
Ik person skilled in gold and silver quartz 
mining and pay his salary. In his re- 
marks* on tha Bill Mr. Davie warmly eulo- 
gized tho Govornniout for their energy, 
lorelhoaght and courage in introdueiiig 
the measure. Mr.Walkem ait ii tho Gov- 
ernment four years without introducing a 
similarmoasnre. Although ho represent'; 
tliO constituency that will be most bene- 
littud by iho Bill, it was left to a member 
for Victoria (Hon. Mr. Elliott) to bring 
down the measure!

He cousideroil 
tlio ( !liier EiiHinoer Was canting u doubt 
nn thu ability of his own slafT in seeliing 
for this information in England. His own 
opinion was that all the information that 
could be got there could bo found in tho 
.Vdiniralty cliarts and Kiporls of former 
HurvoyH. Nobody could douht that the 
I'acilic Riilway terminus must ho located 
I itlier lit l)Utc Inlet or ui Bnriard inlet, 
as being tho hont harbois ou tho coast. In 
all tho speeches of tho Premier and re- 
jiortH of the engineer no difficulty hud 
hei-n spoken of with regard to a harbor, 
and 111' could not co/jceivo what oliject ba(l 
p.oiDpted tho-c omiuiries thiotigh tlie 
C(.loiiial Oilioe, as tho question bo settleil 
by this Government, on its merits, and not 
thiough Lord Carnarvon. Lord Dnfl'er- 
in, in his Victoria speeob, was io favor of 
Buto Inlet as tbo terminus, though the 
vessel in which the Governor-General 
sailed up tho coast did not go within five 
mile;, of it. Ho feari'd that those enquir- 
ies tiirongh the Colonial OiCce were only 
an excuse i('V fiirthor delay ia the Con- 
st ruction of the Pacific Bailway.- 

Ml-. Gurrall callt-d atteution to the fact 
that tbo Governmensk bod to lake tho onus 
of urging their ohiol' onguuvr lo refer 
t'lis matter to England. Ho must have 
had instructions from somewhere, ond 
why should he lojvo out two of tho har- 
bors? Tho Govern niont wore at tbo bot- 
tom of it, and they v ere only inoreaaing 
the irritation in Britidli Oelnmbia, ' 



Hon. Mr. Scott said Ibe oorrrBpoiidenco 
was incomplete. _ So soon as any conclu- 
sion could be arrived nt tho information 
would bo furnished. The Govornniont 
had but one object iu view, to get tho best 
harbor and tlie best route to it. He ask- 
ed to have tho motion withdrawn. 

Hon. Mr. Macdonald said ho merely 
wanted tho instructioas, 

Hon. i\Ir. Hootii said it opened up souk^- 
thing more, and could not bo suhnalted 
yet. Tho lion, gentlethau liad called at- 
tention to w hat lio considered a gravo 
omission, aud having so done, onglit to 
withdraw it. 

Hon. Mr. Campbell said there ought to 
bo no difficulty in bringing down the io- 
structions. It surely could do no barm 
to bring flown that part. 

The motion was amended by striking 
out tho reference to cc. respondence, and 
carried.

^Ir Hmitli thought this Bill was the 
same as tho Trespass liill, imd should 
have been brought down by tho Govern- 
mei:t.

Mr. Walkem thought this was au out- 
rageous Act as it interfered with capital- 
ists. It was cla-s legislation; but ho did 
not SCO much use in aitempliiig to opposo 
it; ho coutoiuled that it wus false legisla- 
tion and moved that tho lust clauso of tho 
Bill be struck out. He said tho hon. 
mombor for Nanaimo had expressed him- 
self in effect that tbo Bill was a nefarious 
one and had himnalf introduced a clause 
to exempt Ci.mox from its operation. 

Rlr Fisher — We now hear from tho Op- 
position le-s about tho poor man for it 
lias now changed its luue lo plead for the 
poor oiipitalisis (luiighior.) 

Mr. Gunlou uliiimod that the oomplainis 
brought forward by the farmers south of 
Lighthouse i>land did not apply to islands 
north of that island, and ho hud a clauso 
put in exempting isl.mds north of that 
point. Ho believed this moas ire of pro- 
tection was necossiry. The Bill was uot 
nefarious; and as for its being class leg- 
islutiou. he bad given his support to-duy 
to a Bill which ho considered a^i private a 
Bill as this Pasturage Bill, 

Hon. Mr. Hmitho said iu answer to 
Capt. Evons that ho never stated it was 
for two islands. Tho Inrgot-t of those hud 
never been affected by tho-e inroads, and 
the bill was therefore not for their ospo- 
ciiil b.'notit. but it put all on the same 
footing. It would prevent the destruction 
of pasturage by the over.-tooking of the 
islands. The House had now exhausted 
tho merits or demerits of this Act and 
wore now discussing cItiUHo 10, and this 
had been amended by decreasing tho time 
of impi isnnment. 

Mr. Wal.'.em thought that thi.= Bill 
should ha\e been udvcrtii-ed for 3 months 
in thi- ppp"rs to give tuo people on the 
isliiuds aUil el.-owhere notice of whut was 
to take ]>iaco und should tnen have been 
brought in us a private bill. Ho moved 
ngiiiii tluit clause 10 bo hlruek otit. 

The motion w is then put, 9 voting for 
the moti ni and 13 ugaiust it. 

Capt. Evans — i here's consistency [ro- 
ft-rriiig to Mr. Smith ] 

Mr. Smith rose to a question of privi- 
lege. The hon. member for Cariboo had 
said "there's consistency," on his voting 
for tho retention of clausn 10. Ho would 
say that ho had always supported ilio bill ; 
but that he had said that it would not be 
allowed by the Minister of Justico. Ho had 
not changed his mind as the hon. gentle- 
mau bad done the other night when lie 
changed his mind between 6 p. m. and 7 
p.m. 

Clauses 10 and 11 piissed. 
Hou. Mr . Ell io;t 1)1 oiiusi! 1 to insert a 
clauso to the elTecc thiit this Act should 
not come into force for two months from 
the date of its having received the assent 
of the Lieutenant-Governor. This was to 
prevent an.y one being caught in a trap. 
Clauses 12 and 13 pus-sed. 
Hon. Mr. .Smithe moved that tho Com- 
mittee rise und rejiorl the HiU comploio 
« ith amendments, to report tho Bill to- 
morrow. Carried 

House adjourned at 10:45 p.m. till 2 o'- 
clock to-morrow.

THE UEPLY TO TIIE CAKNAH- 
VON DISl LTCH 

A Brief but Decidti Dooament. 

Oapy of a Report of a Commillee of the 
Honorable the Executive Council, npprov- 
oil by His Excdkncy the JJeutenant- 
Lrovernor on tho 26ili of March, 1877. 
The Oommitteo of Council, having Lad 
before them the despatch of the Earl of 
Carnarvou to the Earl of Dufferiu, dated 
l''ty>ecember, 1876, and thodospatoh of 
the Eiirlof Carnarvon to Liout-nant-Gor- 
ernor Kicliards, dated 18th January, 1877, 
m reply to tho petition of tho LQgi^lativo 
AHsemhly of Briiish Columbia to Her 
Most Gracious Majosty the Queen and to 
tbo report of a Committee of the Executive 
Council of British Columbia, dated 3rd 
J one, 1876, and having referenca to tho 
non-fulfllmout by tho Canadian Govern- 
ment of tho modiliod railway agreement 
rocomraoude.d iu 1871 by tho Kight Hon- 
orable tho Earl of Carnarvon, iu substitu- 
tion for tho lllh clause of tho terms of 
union iindex which British Columbia en- 
tered the Canadian Confederation, report. 

1. That they desire to thank Lord Gar- 
nti von. Hor Majesty's Provincial Secre- 
try of Hta'.es for tho Colonies, for the ciiro- 
ful attention ho ha.s devoted to tho oonsid- 
oratioD of the couipluiut of tho Province 
oonceruiug the failure of the Dominion 
Gavoriimeut to commonce railway con- 
struction in British Columbia. 

2. That they deeply regret that His 
Lordship should have been unable to feel 
himself in a position to urge uponCunada 
tho necessity of carrying into otToct nt 
onoo tho tprms of tho agreement outerod 
into in 1874; iuasmuoh a< tho coutiuued 
deliiy, deepening, as it naturally does, the 
sense of d isappoiutment and injury under 
which the people of the Province have 
80 long labored, roudors it difficult to 
sustain that feeling of confidence in tho 
Canadian Govornmont without which it 
will be impossible for the union 
to bo productive of benoUuial re- 
sults, oithor to the Dominion or the 
Province. 

3. That they, however, feel that thoy 
are bound to accept the recommencluilouB 
of Lord Carnarvou to concede to the Do 
miaion Government the short delay of 
another summer, which His Lordship in- 
foriDS them is still nccossury to enable 
fuller and more conclu-ive reports to be 
in-odncod from Murine Engineers and 
Naval OfTicers than have yet beou obtain- 
ed, and which are necessary for tho deter 
inination of iho question of the railway 
terminus on the Pacific. 

4. That with regard to the aocoptanco 
by the Provinco of a money equivalent in 
lieu of the Esquimau and Nanaimo por- 
tion of tbo railway, and in compeusation 
for delay, they do not think it udvisablo 
to re-open tho terms, and are, th-.-ro- 
fore, not prepared to enter upon the con- 
sideration of the question. . 

6. That they dtsire to reiterate in the 
most distinct and emphatic manner their 
earnest protest agui.ist tho uo warrautablo 
assuinptiou by tho Dominion GovorninoLt 
that tho treaty oblig iiiou to construct the 
C.inadian Paeiho Eadway has been limit- 
ed or iu any degree modified or nffeotod 
by the resolution of the lltb of April, 
1871, passed by the House of Commons 
several du^s after the trrms of union 
creating that obligation had been adopted 
and ratified by the Parliament of Canada. 

C. 'i'hut they desire piirticularlr to re- 
port, that the succcssiou of failures on 
the part of the Dominiou of GovernmeDt 
to fulfil the soveral Eailway agreements 
olainnir entered into with this ProvinOv;. 
hiis produced a fce.ing of disappointmeut 
and distrust, so widespreail and intense, 
as to severely and injuriously alToct tho 
commercial and iniln trial intoro ts, ond 
toriousljc retard the general prosperity of 
this portion of the Dominion. 

7. TliB tlominittort requo-t that Your 
Excellency will bo pleased, if this report 
be approved, lo cause copies thereof to 
be severally forwarded to the Bight Hon- 
orable the Seoretvry of State for the 
Colonies, and to tue Honorable the Secre- 
tary of State for Canada.
